Council to make decision on fire hall project

Town council was 
expected to deliberate 
a motion approving the 
construction of a new 
$4-million fire hall during 
tonight’s regular council 
meeting. 

Derek Sutherland, 
manager of protective 
services, told councillors 
at the policies and priori¬ 
ties committee meeting 
on Jan. 9 that the latest 
plan for the fire depart¬ 
ment is to build a 1,710 
square metre facility 
immediately north of the 
public works shop. 

When the joint fire 


hall committee, com¬ 
posed of Mountain View 
County and Didsbury 
officials, looked at a 
proposal from Group 2 
Architecture in January 
2014, that proposal 
came in at 1,980 square 
metres at a cost of $6.2 
million. The committee 
then contacted architect 
Rick Balbi, who shaved 
270 square metres off the 
footprint and $2.2 mil¬ 
lion off the price tag. 

“We want to move for¬ 
ward with this because 
it will save significant 
taxpayer dollars,” Roy 
Brown, the town’s chief 
administrative officer, 
told councillors in regard

to the Balbi design. 

Last week, Mountain 
View County’s policies 
and priorities committee 
recommended county 
council spend $1.75 mil¬ 
lion on the project with 
town council to consider 
contributing $2.25 mil¬ 
lion. Ownership of the 
building will be split 
according to funding 
contributions.

Coun. Sheila Schulz 
said she wanted to be 
sure that the architec¬ 
tural plan could be 
reviewed by town offi¬ 
cials to make sure the 
building fits with com¬ 
munity standards, such 
as being as environmen- 
tally-friendly as possible. 

By doing a design-build 
project, the architect w ill 
work directly with the 


builder to minimize any 
changes that the town 
might want to make that 
could add costs to the 
final project, Sutherland 
explained. 

The building will be a 
prefabricated steel struc¬ 
ture. Sutherland said the 
building is designed to 
blend in with the sur¬ 
rounding buildings in the 
community. 

“What we got is a real 
happy medium between 
beauty and cost,” he 
said. 

In an interview, 
Sutherland said one of 
the committee’s consid¬ 
erations when situating 
t he building was to make 


it easier for fire trucks to 
get to any emergency. By 
locating it on the north 
side of the community 
away from the down¬ 
town core, there will be 
much less traffic conges¬ 
tion for trucks to deal 
with when firefighters 
respond to a call. 

By locating it on exist¬ 
ing town land, the town 
will also save on land 
costs. Locating the hall 
acjjacent to Highway 582 
also means that when 
firefighters are needed 
for support on Highway 
2, truclcs won’t have to 
travel through the down¬ 
town core to access the 
highway.

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The first land sale in Shantz Crossing has stalled. 

Financing for Bruce Steel Fabricators Inc.’s planned 
$7-million project has fallen through, according to 
Dalip Prassad, general manager of Bruce Steel. 

“We put lots of resources in there so we are very 
disappointed right now. That’s a very good property 
(at Shantz) with such a huge potential. If everything 
had gone OK, we wanted to start something in June 
or July of 2015 (in Didsbury),” said Prassad. 

Town officials announced last February that the 
Town of Didsbury had sold over 15 acres of land in 
the Shantz Crossing Business Park to the Edmonton- 
based company. 

At the time, Bruce Steel planned to begin construc¬ 
tion on Phase 1 of its new multi-million dollar plant 
in Didsbury in the spring of 2014 and complete it by 
the spring of 2015. Phase 1 was to include construc¬ 
tion of a 50,000 sq. ft. building with additional plant 
and office space to be built in future years. 

During the closing phases of the deal, Bruce Steel 
was working with a partner, which has since sev¬ 
ered ties with the company, Prassad said. When that 
relationship ended, he said Bruce Steel was unable 
to get adequate financing for the $7-miUion project 
at Shantz. 

While Bruce Steel was trying to arrange financing 
of the deal, Royal Canadian Properties stepped in 
and began negotiating with the town for the same

parcels that Bruce Steel had eyed earlier, Prassad 
said. 

Bruce Steel is still quite interested in moving to 
Didsbury, however, he said. 

“If for some reason, the other company were to 
back out, we’ll be back in,” he said. 

But the deal with Royal Canadian Properties did 
not materialize, said Roy Brown, the town’s chief 
administrative officer. 

Brown insisted, however, that the deal to bring 
Bruce Steel to Didsbury is still in the works. 

He said that when the announcement was made in 
February 2014 that Bruce Steel would be setting up 
shop in Didsbury, the company gave the town a non-

refundable deposit for land in Shantz, and as such, 
the deal is still alive. 

He also said that town officials had a meeting with 
Bruce Steel representatives in December 2014, dur¬ 
ing which Bruce Steel officials inquired about other 
potential sites in Didsbury to house administrative 
staff. 

“I have not received a response (from Bruce Steel) 
that indicates what you’ve said at all,” Brown told the 
Review. 

Brown also said he sent a letter to Bruce Steel offi¬ 
cials on Jan. 7 following up on the two sides’ meeting 
in December, but said he couldn't discuss the details 
of the letter.

Boom and bust cycles a myth

ployment, Alberta is 
among the elite within 
the energy-producing 
club of provinces and 
states, ranking high on 
every measure. 

Albertans have 
enjoyed an incredibly 
robust economy over 
the past decade in no 
small part due to their 
energy sector. However, 
it is with respect to gov¬ 
ernment finances that 
Alberta performs shock¬ 
ingly poorly compared to 
the other energy-produc¬ 
ing jurisdictions. 

On the issue of balanc¬ 
ing budgets, for instance, 
Alberta is one of only 
three jurisdictions to be 
in deficit for the most 
recent year of compa¬ 
rable data (2011-12). 
Alberta’s deficit stands 
in stark contrast to the 
9.7 per cent surplus (as 
a share of spending) 
observed in Texas, an 
established energy-pro¬ 
ducing state and North 
Dakota, a newbie to 
large-scale energy-pro¬ 
duction, which recorded 
an incredible 46.4 per 
cent surplus. 

The recent drop in oil 
prices, given Alberta’s 
reliance on oil royalties 
for revenue, means its 
fiscal position is only 
likely to get worse. 

To gauge the degree 
of reliance on energy- 
related revenues and the 
implication of changes, 


see what happens when 
we remove energy-relat¬ 
ed revenues from gov¬ 
ernment revenues. Only 
Alaska performs worse 
than Alberta. In fact, 
Alberta records the sec¬ 
ond largest deficit when 
resource revenues are 
removed while Texas 
and North Dakota both 
remain in surplus. 

The main explanation 
for deficits in Alberta is 
consistently large spend¬ 
ing increases. Over the 
decade ending in 2011- 
12, Alberta recorded 
the fourth highest level 
of per capita spending 
among the 10 energy- 
producing provinces 
and states analyzed. 
Spending in Alberta was 
well ahead of both North 
Dakota and Texas. 

A common justifica¬ 
tion for such spending is 
that Alberta has experi¬ 
enced a marked increase 
in its population. There 
are two problems with 
this excuse. One, the 
data presented are on a 
per person basis, which 
means they account for 
population growth. And 
t wo, Alberta’s population 
growth of 29.4 per cent 
between 2000 and 2012 
is comparable to Texas’ 
growth of 24.4 per cent. 
North Dakota’s popu¬ 
lation has also grown 
markedly although not 
to the extent of Alberta 
or Texas. 


One critical solution 
to the booms and busts 
of Alberta’s government 
finances is a more dis¬ 
ciplined approach to 
spending. Embedding 
rules that prevent run¬ 
away spending in good 
times so that large dis¬ 
ruptions in government 
programs and/or tax 
increases are avoided in 
tough times must be a 
central part of the fix. 

For instance, strin¬ 
gently limiting program 
spending increases 
to the rate of infla¬ 
tion plus population 
growth would have 
resulted in a dramati¬ 
cally different fiscal cir¬ 
cumstance for Alberta. 
Specifically, Alberta 
would have spent $41 
billion less than it did 
over the 2004-05 to 
2012-13 period accord¬ 
ing to a recent study. 
This means the province 
would still have a large 
rainy day account and 
the precipitous drop in 
the price of oil would 
not have the dire finan¬ 
cial consequences fac¬ 
ing Edmonton currently. 

Alberta is not doomed 
to boom and bust gov¬ 
ernment finances. There 
are fixes but they require 
leadership from govern¬ 
ment. 

Jason Clemens and 
Charles Lam mam are 
economists with the 
Fraser Institute. 
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“It will be similar I’m sure, to what we did in 2011 
when we had our nomination in this riding where we 
had...I guess there was about 1,300 voted with 1,700 
eligible. 

“It will be very similar to that, so I can’t say the 
details of it because I don’t know how we’re going 
to run it this year...but we will definitely be having 
the nomination in between six and 12 months, some¬ 
where in there.” 

Bruce Rowe would be on the nomination list, if he 
chooses, as well as any other local PC member who 
wishes to go through the process, he noted. 

Although he declined to comment on possible 
motivations of Wildrose members who crossed the 
floor, he said he thinks the move will help the PC 
party provincially. 

“I’m not sure how it will affect the next election in 


Three Hills PC Association, explained that nomina¬ 
tions will eventually be happening provincewide. 

The nominations will include the ridings belonging 
to MLAs who crossed the floor, and will likely be 
held within the next year, though no specific date has 
been set, he said. 

“We have our (riding) AGM on January 17 in Olds, 
so at that time, we will have a new board and I’m 
sure that it will be discussed at length at that point,” 
said Stevenson. 

He hasn’t had a chance to talk with MLA Bruce 
Rowe since the crossing due to overlapping holi¬ 
days, but they will be connecting once he is back, 
he said. 

“What I can tell you is that, as the premier has 
stated - and what’s been directed down to us from 
the party - is that we will be having an open nomina-

our local area, but I think provincewide it s definitely 
going to help the PC party.”

Bearchell made that announcement Thursday 
(Jan. 8). 

The riding is currently held by former Wildrose 
party member Bruce Rowe, who crossed the floor 
last month with eight other Wildrose party mem¬ 
bers - including former leader Danielle Smith - to 
join the governing PC party. 

Mountain View Publishing employees were 
unable to reach Rowe for comment at the time this 
story was published. 

Bearchell says Rowe’s floor-crossing is not the 
primary reason he’s running, however he’s aware 
that many constituents who voted for the Wildrose 
party are angry with Rowe’s decision. 

“I was going to run before that. Then when that 
happened, it basically solidified my intention to 
run,” he says. “My sense is that people are angry 
and upset and I know that the people of the con¬ 
stituency want somebody that they can believe in 
— that they trust." 

Bearchell says people have been suggesting he 
run for a provincial seat for five years or so. He 
says he began seriously thinking about it when he 
heard Premier Jim Prentice, the leader of the PCs, 
speak during the Alberta Urban Municipalities 
Association conference in September. 

“I was pretty disheartened with the past leader¬ 
ship of the PC party, but I found that Jim Prentice 
was somebody that I believed in and that got me 
considering the nomination for the PC party,” he 
says. 

He then spoke to some PC supporters about 
whether he should run and got their backing. 

Bearchell says he’s been a member of the 
Progressive Conservative party “off and on." 

“I voted in the last nomination (meeting),” he 
says.
